THE 1968 "HUMAN RIGHTS" ELONGATED CENT 

Because 1968 mas declared by the United Nations to be "Human Rights Year", and be¬ 
cause members of the Baha'i Faith believe that "Human Rights are God Given Rights", our 
first elongated greeting cent pays tribute to both the Baha'i Faith and the United 
Nations. 

I960 marks the 20th anniversary of the adoption of the Universal Declaration of 
Human Rights by the United Nations. It marks, also, the 100th anniversary of the basics 
of Human Rights declared by the Prophet-Founder of the Baha'i Faith, Baha'u'llah. 

As religions progressed, each prophet brought God's message to mankind, couched in 
the terms for hi3 age. Each religion had its symbol. 

The earliest symbol was the triangle. 

Each succeeding religion has had woven within its teachings a successively higher 
number as its symbol. 

Nine, being the highest, most perfect digit, the nine pointed star is symbolic of 
the Baha'i Faith. 

Many have inquired about the signifigance of our 'elongated', and we are sure many 
more have wondered about it. 

We hope we have given some enlightment about it, along with our best wishes to all 
for the coming years.

Our show was truly a success both in atten¬ 
dants and financially.
